would go~farther IrT Keeping ouF~Bn 
migrants than the Johnson provision 
Itself, This answer to criticism had 
for Its basis the fact that the 5 per 
cent limitation concerns itself with 
nil prospective immigrants, while tin- 
cHir the Johnson measure there were 
provisions which would admit some 
of the dependents and members ol 
the families of Immigrants now in this 
country. 


Country Demands Restriction. 


It became apparent in the senate 


that because of the great problems of 
Americanization, and because of things 
that happened among our alien popula 
tion during the time we were at war 
the country was in a mood to demand 
drastic legislation. It seems possible 
that if the senate had not come to va 
lealizing sense of this condition It 
would have refused to sanctlpn even 
the 5 per cent limitation, and would 
hare contented itself with putting cer- 
tain restrictions on Immigration in 
addition to those now existing, but 
restrictions which the house has main- 
tained from the first would in no sense 
restrict. 


From the /«ry flrst there was a 


sharp difference of opinion between 
the two houses of congress on the sub- 
ject. Under tlin 5 per cent limitation 
clause which the senate committee has 
reported the gpnernl feeling is thnt the 
flood of immigration will be dammed 
and that the small leak in the dam 
will not he enough to "let much water 
through." 


For years in congress the immigra- 


tion question lias been a vexing one. 
In the days past, and to a consider- 
able 
extent at 
the present time, 


charges fcave been made that the great 
steamship companies whose incomes 
are swelled by the passage money of 
immigrants, are using their influence 
with members to keep the bars down. 
Charges "the other way" were that 
certain 
elements 
in the population 


"did not like foreigners anyway," and 
that there was an un-American effort 
afoot to keep even the deserving out 
of this country.
